themselves afflicted with every disease a- 
bout which they read. They forthwith 
take alarm at the probable cousequenccs, 
and iaving some lurking suspicion that 
they may nave mistaken symptoms, they 
follow the prescriptions given in their 
book in secret, lest they should bring 
themselves into open ridicule. 

The second step in this field of learn- 
ing is the assumption of medical skill, and 
the preferring of gratuitous advice in all 
who m= + require it, and to many who do 
not. The recent enormous circulation of 
works of this class, has rendered such pre- 
scribers almost co-extensive with our pop- 
ulation, and it is no uousual occurrence 
to hear children under ten years of age 
recommending cures for coughs or chil- 
blains. Itis an absurdity obviously o- 
pen to humorous satire, and it has accord- 
iugly afforded the materials for more 
than one scintillation of the viscemica, 
since the timc that Moliere wrote “Le 
Malene Imagivaire”. Almost the ouly

DRE\DFUL EXPLUSION, 

On Tuesday the 4th inst, the U. >. 
Steam Frigate Turton, which war 
moored at the Navy Yard,Brooklin, was 
reduced to a complete wreck by the ex- 
plosion of her powder magazine. ‘The 
following items which are of gereral in 
terest, we have selected froma detailed 
account given by ihe N. York Commer 
cial Advertiser. 

“The Fulton has ever since the was 
been occupied as a receiving ship, and 
was moored within twohundred yards of 
the shore. The magaziue was in the 
bow ofthe ship, and contained at the 
time of the explosion, three barrels of 
damaged powder. The explosion was 
not louder than that produced by the dis- 
charge of a single cannon; and many 
persons in the Navy Yard supposed the 
report to have proceececd from such a 
source, until they saw the immense col- 
umn of smoke arising from the vessel. 
Others about the yard saw the masts ri- 
sing into the air before the explosion and 
immediately after the air was filled with 
fragments of the vessel, It is nota litile 
remarkable, that a Midshipman who was, 
atthe time of te accident, asleep on 
on board ofthe frigate U. States, within 
two hundred yards of the frigate, was 
not at all disturbed by the report of the 
explosion and was not aware of the occur- 
rance, until he was told of it after he 
awoke, 

The Fulton is a complete wreck; the 
bow being destroyed nearly te the wa- 
ter,and the whole of this immense ves- 
sel, whose sides were more than four fect 
thick, and all other parts of correspon- 
ing strength——is now lying an entire heap 
of ruins burst assunder in all parts, and a- 
ground at the spot where she was moor- 
ed. Although she was but 200 yards 
from the Navy Yard, and many vessels 
near her, not one of them received the 
least damage; nor was the bridge which 
led from the shore to the Fulton, at all 
injured. The sentinel upon the bridge 
received no wound whatever, and contia- 
ued to perform his duty after the acci- 
divrii, as unconcerned as though nething 
had happened.

Sr. Pierre, Saturday, Oct. 20.
